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Tbo Supreme Conrt of tbo United
States has lately rendered a decision
wbioh is important as defining in certain
cases tbe property rights of wives. It
appears that a member of a bankrupt
firm in New York bad settled upon bis
wife a very valuablo estate, which was

taken possession of by the assignee of
the firm, and suit was brought by parties
in behalf of the wife to recover the same.

The District Court decided tbat tbe set-

tlement of the properly by tbe husband
of the property upon his wifa was not
fraudulent and ordered tbe proceeds of

tbe sale of the property to be banded
over for tbe benefit of the wife. An ap-

peal being taken to the Cirouit Court,
this decree was reversed, and it was held
tbat tbe settlement was fraudulent as to

creditors and tbat the ; proceeds of tbe
sale be paid to tbe assignee. From this
deoree the attorneys, in behalf of tbe
wife, appealed to the Snprome Court,
wbioh Court finds tbat tbe money thus
withdrawn from the business of tbe firm

and diverted to tbe erection of a resi-

dence belonged to the creditors ot tbe
firm, and affirms tbe decree of the Cir-

ouit Court in favor ot the assignee. But

property purchased with money not di-

verted from the firm suit could not be

maintained against tbe wife.
